1 . (currently amended) A support for a_straight wind instruments such as tho 
piccolo, fluto, c l ar i net, tmmpot and tho liko, being of th e typo allowing the-for vertical 
support of the instrumen t and hav i ng fo l ding le gs for reducing their siz e in the 
i nop e rativ e pos i t i on , charact e r i z e d in that i t incorporat e s t he support comprising: 

a tubular main guide (4^inside of which a guide shaft (44^can axially move, 
folding legs articulatelv ioined to the-a_bottom end of wh i ch said l e gs (1^) ore 
art i culat el y i o i n e d t he tubular main guide . 

wherein the folding legs with the abil i tv to swivel between an inoperative 
folded position, in which thev -the folding legs are housed in the -the tubular main 
guide, around the guide shaft, and another moved position for use, in which thev-the 
folding legs radially project from the bottom end of the tubular main guide, and 

wherein the tubular main guide (+)-and the guide shaft (11) hav i ng have 
removable fixing means which allow for a t he-relative axial movement thefef -thereof 
forthe-aLfolding/unfolding of the support. 

2. (currently amended) A -The support for a straight wind instruments 
according to claim 1 , charact e r i z e d in that said wherein the removable fixing means 
between the tubular main guide (4^and the guide shaft (11) consist o fc omprises a 
threaded sector (40)-arranged on the-aLtop end of the guide shaft (11), and a nut 
housed in a casing-(6), whieh-the casing Is -being coupled by applying pressure with 
the ability to rotate in a perimetral groove ^disposed in a top end of the tubular 
main quide w hich th e ma i n guid e has on i ts top e nd . 
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3. (currently amended) A -The support for a straight wind instruments 
according to tho provious claims claim 2 , charactorizod in that, formed on the ma i n 
gu i do (1 )■ thoro aro two s e ctors, f urther comprising: 

a bottom secto r of the tubular main guide (2) of greater l ength and 
€tfeate fhavina a first lencth and a first diameter, the bottom sector internally housing 
the -the folding legs (44)-in the-a_folded position, and 

another g Ltop secto r of the tubular main guide4 S^, having a second length and 
a second short e r and of le ss d iameter, 

wherein the first length is greater than the second length and the first 
diameter is greater than the second diameter and 

wherein the bottom sector and the top sector define dof i ning with the first on e 
a perimetral step {4)-for supporting smaller instruments, such as tho piccolo for 
e xampl e , further provided with side ridges or ribs (20) w hich, together with the ftut 
casing-(§), define the means for correct centering of the instrument. 

4. (currently amended) A rThe support for a straight wind instruments 
according to tho previous claims claim 3 . further comprising: 

charactor i zod in that tho bottom larger sector (2) of tho ma i n guid e (1 ) i s 
provided from tho edge of i ts bottom wa l l w i th equiangularly distributed notches {4§) 
having a stilted semicircular configuration, the notches being provided from an edge 
of a bottom wall of the bottom sector the notches coinciding in number with the 
folding legs (44)-which the support incorporates, and 

deep-grooves fl^being arranged between said-the notches , the grooves 
(4^extending to the vicinity of tho intormod i at e the perimetral step^ (A\ w i th the 
Grooves having sufficient width to allow receiving therein the -the folding legs (44) 
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during tho Gupportthe folding/unfolding mnnouvorsof the support . 

5. (currently amended) A -The support for a.straight wind instrument© 
according to thn provlouc claims claim 1 . oharaotor i zod in that tho gu i do chaft (1 1 ) 
bftatfr -further comprising a base (4^n the-a.bottom end of the cuide shaft, said 
base w hich houses housina a ring {24f for the articulation of the-the folding legs^ (44)7 
whiGh-the_ring te -beinq retained by means of a cover (23)-fixed to th^the_base^44a)T

when the folding legs are - and-in th^a_maximum retracted position, they-the folding 
legs have slightly less length than the tubular main guide^ mAhe folding legs being 
housed in tho folded pooit i on in outor axialt lie grooves (4€)-of the bottom sector in 
the inoperative folded position (2) of qroator diamotor of ca i d guid e, aftd -the folding 
legs being externally adapted to the top secto r (3) of l ooc d i ameter , the folding legs 
traversing openings operatively arranged on the-the perimetral step which

7. (currently amended) A -The support for a_straight wind instruments 
according to thn pmv i ouD c l a i ms claim 1 . oharactor i zod in that from its bottom 
ftdgo rfurther comprising i t I c provided with radial flaps OTVextending from a bottom 
edge of the support, the radial flaps limiting itfi-penetration of the support in the^ 
mouth of the instrument. 

8. (currently amended) A -The support for a_straight wind instruments 
according to thn proviouc c l aim s claim 4 . charactor i zod in that it further 
i nnnrpnrntoR f urther comprising: 

an adapter (28) conf i gurod by way of a r i ng coupled to the bottom sector-(a^ 
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of groator diamotor of tho main gu i d e (1 ) , the adapter being elasticallv deformable, 
i nt e nd e d for boing adapted the adapter allowing for to th ean inner surface of musical 
instrum e nts t he instrument ouch as tho c l arinot and trumpet, for tho contoring thereof, 
to be centered thereon, the adapter havingt he arms of wh i ch aro provid e d 
wit hincluding an inner top bend (30) intended for resting on the perimetral step M)of 
th e gu i d e; furthermor e , and 

projections (S4f internally projecting from the support that are intended to be 
introduced in the top part of the grooves (4^)-of the bottom sector {2)-of said-the 
tubular main guide. 

9, (currently amended) A -The support for a straight wind instruments 
according to tho prov i ous c l aims, character i zod i n that claim 1 . wherein the guide 
shaft (44f and the-a_housing of the tubular main guide (4f are provided with opposite 
peripheral steps (35 36) resting on one another so as to limit the-a_maximum 
extraction position of the tubular main guide with respect to the guide shaft. 
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
